At the close of the evening

During the last two years ths 
(into and the Lari Grey have been 
similarly disposed of and have been 
sent across *he seas to enter the 
service of Russia They have done 
effective work and in the expression 
of the Russian government's grati¬ 
tude for the transfer of the vessels 
it was emphasised that they have 
been paid for their value many 
times over in thu facilities they have 
afforded for the landing of cargoes 
of munitions. 


Government Will Regulate Develop¬ 
ments of Arose in Far North 

The department of the interior has 
issued a set of regulations govi-ming 
the development of potassium An a 
large ares of dominion lands extend¬ 
ing along the Peace. Athabasca ! and 
IfackenxTe rivers. • 

The following prrstmhle precedes 
the regulations which appeared in 
the Canada Gazette: 

"Whereas it ia also represented 
that the me a of a location acquired 
under the provisions of the regula¬ 
tions approved by the order-in-coun¬ 
cil of the nth August. 190(1. above .e- 
referred to is not sqfficient to induce 
prospectors to incur the egpendt- 
ture necessary to discover such sai»s. 
that discovery can only be made by 
means of deep bore holes. Involving 
a very large expenditure, that the 
search may be auite unavailing, and 
that, owihg to the very great public 
benefit which would w w h from such 
a discovery, it might be In the puhlic 
interest if libergl inducements could 
Ik* offered to cofygnie* willing to risk 
so large an Initial outlay upon the 
chance of making., a discovery, and. 

"Whereas, owing to the great de¬ 
mand tor certain salts of rtotsssium 
for fertilising purposes. and the fact 
that the present production is quite 
insufficient to satisfy the world's re 
quirements." 

The regulations permit of a less# 
of the lands in question not exceed¬ 
ing 1.920 acres, and the lease is to 
be applied for at Dominion lands 
offices. The rental for the firat year 
at ths rate of 85 cents am acre shall 
accompany the .application. There¬ 
after. the rate will In* 60 cents |>er 
acre annual I v. One year after the 
securing of the lease the lessee shall 
hftWft Mich machinery on - the lands

A Comparison in Casualties 
In less than two years Germany has 
lost in battle over five times as many 
soldiers aa the Union lost in four years 
of the Civil War. Northern lueses 
were 67.000 killed In battle and 4.%000 
who died of wounds, making a total 
of 110,000 killed. The German killed 
amount to 664,000. Since the Kaiser 
has only about three timea as large 
a population to draw upon as had 
Abraham Lincoln, and aa he ia losing 
men in bailie over ten times as fast, 
the ratio of Germany's daily loss to 
population ia more than three tirm-s 
aa great as was the loss of the North¬ 
ern Statea. But Germany is not allow¬ 
ing ro many men to die of disease as 
did the United States. Disease took 
196,000 Union soldiera. or upward of 
double as many as were taken by Con¬ 
federate bullets.—Philadelphia Ledger

The first shot fired by the British 
army in the present war is said to 
have been discharged l*y a trooper 
of the 4th Dragoon Guards on Aug¬ 
ust 90. 1914, says the Mail and Em¬ 
pire. As regards our field artillery 
the honor of having been tho first 
to let drive at the Huns seems to 
lielong to the men of E Battery, R. 

II. A , who opened fire near Bray, a 
village in Belgium, on Saturday Aug¬ 
ust 22. 

The British navy, however, came 
into action far earlier, the actual first 
shot being discharged by the destroyer 
Lance, which surprised the German 
minelayer Koonigen Luiae in the North 
8ea, and annk her in six minutes. This 
event occurred on Wednesday, Aug¬ 
ust 5 

The first shot fired hy any of the 
combatunt* in the war was discharged 
front the Hungarian monitor Orsowa. 
on the Oanulx* river, on July 2*. the 
date of the declaration of hostilities 
by Austria agninst Serbia. A lightly 
armed 8«>rhmn patrol boat was hit, 
hut managed to escape 

Curiously enough, the first shot In 
the Russo-Turkirth wsr in 1*77 was 
also fired on the Danube and by a 
monitor. The name of this shit* was 
the l.ufti-Djelil. a Turkish vessel, snd 
she discharged a single projectile st s 
Russian gunltout Before she could 
fire another, her opponent let fly a 
torpedo, and blew her up with all her 
crew. 

In the Franco German war of 1H70 
the first shot fired was fired hy s 
corporal in charge of a French frontier 
guard It killed a German officer of 
Uhlans. The war of the Balkan 
longue against Turkey was similarly 
begun by an armed Montenegrin pea¬ 
sant. who shot dead the lender of a 
Turkish patrol late in the afternoon 
of August 6. 1912.

THE WAR A STRUGGLE FOR RIGHT 
OF GOVERNMENT BY THE PEOPLE 

MORAL PREPAREDNESS THE PLEA TO AMERICA 

Dr. J. A. Macdonald, of Toronto, Tell the American People Why 
Canada it Engaged in the War, and Makea a Plea for the 
Preparedness of American Mind and Conscience 


"My pica is tor ths prepared new 
•4 the American mind, of the Ameri¬ 
can conscience, of the American will/* 
was the declaration of Dr. J. A. Mac¬ 
donald to a mas* meeting under the 
auspices of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly held at Atlantic City recent¬ 
ly He spoke for more than an hour 
in the interest of colleges and univer¬ 
sities sad their part in the world con¬ 
flict of ideas. References to Canada’s 
part in the conflict in Europe were 
cheered. 

What saves this world war from be¬ 
ing. in the - yea even of a Canadian, 
an unredeemed and undisguised 
brutality ia that, more than any of the 
great wars of history, it is s struggle 
not for territory but for freedom, for 
ths freedom of the soul, for th«- Mania 
of liberty: s struggle for the right 
of a free people to govern themselves, 
and for equality of opportunity for the 
little kingdoms and the small nation¬ 
alities: a struggle for the right lo af 
pier* in the sun, not for the Great i 
Powers alone, Britain and France and 
Germany and Russia, but tor Belgium 
and Denmark and Holland and the 
Scandinavian countries and Greece 
and the Balkan 8tates. that they, too, 
as freely and securely as their larger 
neighbors, msy each be free to live 
their own life, to cherish their own 
ideals, and to make their distinctive 
contribution to the civilisation and 
freedom of the world For anything 
less noble Canadians, too. ought to be 
too proud to fight But for anything 
mors worthy none of the heroes and 
patriots of old ever hsd s chance to 
go out and die. 

Proceeding, hr dealt with the phases 
through which the nations, and par- 
ticulsrly France and Britain, had 
passed in their struggle for the free- 
dom of ideas, for the rights of the com¬ 
mon people, and for equal justice for 
all clsases before the law. In the world , 
conflict of ideas there could be no 
neutrality and in this connection he 
said. 

Preparedness* Yes. If America is to 
play any worthy part In the gigantic 
conflict of Ideas, which will disturb, 
the world long after the war of Forces 
has spent itself it is high' time Am- 
•rics made ready for that Inevitable 
struggle 

♦ But the readiness for which I plead 
on this occasion and in this presence 
is the preparedness of the American 
Mind, the preparedness of the Ameri¬ 
can Conscience, the preparedness of 
the American Will 

Better infinitely better, to go Into 
the war at the battlefronts of Europe 
and on the high seas with an army 
and a Navy weaker and worse equip¬ 
ped than the most alarmist aeeuser of 
American unpreparedness In his wild¬ 
est nightmare ever dreamed, than to 
linA up in the world conflict of Ideas 
with an undisciplined national Mind, 
a senr*d national Conscience and an 
Irresolute national Will. These are 
tbr Vrrdun battlements of your na¬ 
tion’a life Surrender them to the 
enemies of Truth and Freedom and 
Honor, and. no matter what happens 
to vour hattalions and your battle¬ 
ships, your nation will have lost its 
8oul 

My pleading, therefore, with vou 
and with all Americans, in this time 
of nation*!’ fear and international 
peril i« no* so much for or against the 
preparedness policy for Navy or Army. 
As s Canadian that is not mv business. 
In that national controversy I am a 
neutral. 

Rut Canadians also are Americans. 
To us as to you in the new day of the 
new world the desolated war nations 
will look for leadership in those pol¬ 
icies and programs that make for in¬ 
ternational peace 

Will Co-operate 

Formation et Committee el Commerce 

and Agriculture Planned 

The formation of a committee of 
commerce and agriculture for Saskat¬ 
chewan. composed of representatives 
of all the business and farmers organi¬ 
sations of the province is advocated 
by the Regina board of trade and the 
secretary has been instructed to com- 
muni.ate with the various organisa¬ 
tions interested with the purpose of 
arranging a preliminary meeting. 

The matter was fully discussed at 
a meeting of the board and it was 
shown that the object of the commit¬ 
tee would be to disruaa all matters st 
issue between the various interests and 
to advance those of the people of the 
province by co-opersting to the fullest 
possible extent The organisation of 
the committee will probably he based 
on much the same lines as the coun¬ 
cil of commerce and agriculture which 
meets in Winnipeg. 

People and Land Poorse 

The shortage of meat in Berlin. 
Hamburg, Frankfort and Leipsic and 
other large cities is accounted for by 
the lack of nitrates by which the land 
—as a rule very impoverished— is 
nourished Germany has for many 
years had tn rely upon imported ni¬ 
trate* to keep her soil In a prolific 
oondition Then, the shrinkage of la¬ 
bor on farms, and the commandeering 
of 11v* stock for the needs of the Ger- 
man Army at the eastern and western 
fronts, have contributed to bring shout 
a aerioua state of affairs. Political 
economists have held a conference in 
Berlin for the purpose of advising the 
State as to the best methods of con¬ 
serving other food supplies, which may 
be required in a larger degree, if the 
war should pass Into another winter. 

Tsn C. P. R. Scholarships 

From 1917 onward the C. P R. Com¬ 
pany will award ten McGill scholar¬ 
ships. instead of five, as at present, 
to employees or sons of employees who 
taka the University course, which in¬ 
cludes chemical, electrical, mechani- 
aal and oivvl engineering 


The Spirit of the West 

Westerners Have Readily Reepended 
ta the Call af Danger 
Eastern Canada does not need to 
be reminded of what Western Canada 
has none in this war. In the western 
rrwviucea one looka, and not in vain, 
for the cheery optimism and epleudul 
enthusiasm of youth. Theaa sterling 
qualities have uowhere been so atrik- 
tugiy d»epley*‘d as in the record of 
recruiting since the war began. It 
is not that the Weal can claim to be 
more thoroughly impregnated with the 
suirit of British freedom, but rather 
that there the spirit of youth, which 
is the eoul of sdveuture. readily rea- 
ponds to the cal! of danger from ths 
little isle our fathers held for home.” 
The Calgary News-Telegram claims 
for Alberta a new record: 

"Their Parliamentary duties having 
[ been disposed of for another year, 
I several more members of the Alberta 
Legislature have exchanged the toga 
for the uniform, and today more than 
twenty per cent, of the Provincial Law- 
makers are unJcr the oojurs. All tol l, 
there are fifty-five representatives in 
the House at Edmonton, and of theae, 
eleven have already signed up for ser¬ 
vice overseas. This — one more than 
a fifth, and »t ia douottul if there is 
any other legislative body in the Do¬ 
minion that can make a better show¬ 
ing. 

Of the eleven Alberta aolona. two 
are Colonela, one la a Major, three 
are Captains, three hold rank as lien- 
tenants. and two are privates. One 
of the three Captains has seen active 
service In the great war. and ia home 
on furlough, and oite of the three 
Lieutenants has risen from the ranks 
Taking everything into consideration, 
it ia a most democratic as well as 
a moat patriotic body, this Alberta 
Legislature. Its members are fighters 
when it cornea to politico and yet it 
is seldom that one aide of the House 
sees eye to eye with the other but 
on the question oi patriotism the 
fiftv-five members ere « n ,, lL” 

This is a record of which Albertans 
hav»* reason to txj prouu. 'Hie »*i*t 
under-tow of the European war is a 
unifying force throughout the Empire. 
East and West in Canada are one in 
this war The only rivalry between 
them is how best to serve their dsv 
and gtfneration in the spirit of unity 
and freedom so that Canadians hurry-

truly say as they catch the vision of

Women Run War Hospitals 

Constitute Whole Staff From Sur¬ 
geons to Orderlies 

A hospital ia which only the patients 
are men ia one of the war time inno¬ 
vations in London. It is in Endell 
! street near Covent Garden Market, and 
the eutire staff, from cooka to aur- 
gcons. are women. The institution is 
the outgrowth of a movement known 
as the Women’s Hospital Corps. A 
little body of women left England for 
France in the early stages of the war 
to nurse the wounded soldiers, but 
later they were called back, as they 
were needed even more urgently to 
care for the many grounded aoldicra 
brought borne to England. 

From this small beginning the hos¬ 
pital. which will accomodate 500 
wounded soldiers, sprang. The wound¬ 
ed soldier ia considerably surprised, 
if he is well enough lo take notice, 
to be brought to the hospital and see 
onlv women orderlies in the corridors, 
and women surgeons and physicians to 
attend him. 

The metical staff consists of eight 
surg<*ons under the ^firectipn of a 
chief surgeon, a denial surgeon, an 
ophthalmic surgeon, s pathologist, an 
X-ray operator, an anaesthetist and 
a number of physicians. In addition, 
women medical students visit the hos¬ 
pital. and the entire administration 
supervision of the hospital is in wo¬ 
men's hands. 

Humanity Still Thrives 
The following story is told by the 
Brooklyn Times 

Down in Nassau, in the Bahamas, 
a negro lad of ten years swallowed, or 
started to swallow, a seed of ths na¬ 
tive sapodilla. and it caught. The 
seed ia nearly an Inch long, with a 
barb on each end. and the barbs held 
it fast in the boy’s bronchial tub*** 
The local surgeons were unable to 
aid him. no steamers were plying be¬ 
tween a nearer port than New York, 
and the victim s parent# were too 
anyway. to employ skilhd si<i 
A clergyman of Boston heard of the 
case end went to the rescue. He 
arranged to have the boy sent here on 
a liner that stopped in the Bahamas: 
he cut the rtd (ape at the Customs 
House Ellis Island, and Quarantine 
and he got that boy to 8t Luke's 
Hospital Just twenty-four hours before 
death was due, according to the 
specialists who now have him In 
charge They say the obstruction will 
be removed and the boy will live. 

Ten years aro. who would have 
thought the ’ire of an illiterate negro 
in an alien country worth saving at 
such a cost? What physician would 
even have estimated the possibility 
of an operation outside the charity 
hospital in ths community in which 
he resided?

The Country Store 

Fsw Ptapls Appreciate ths Canvanh 
encs of a Retail Stars In 
the Town 

The country store has come tn for 
Biuch harfh criticism. Borne of this 
criticism was undoubtedly deserved. 
Much was not. The men in the retail 
country business may have felt the 
criticism, but it did not hurt their 
business unul the mail order system 
.was inaugurated, but the mail-order 
house, assisted by the criticism, has 
been cutting more deeply year by 
year into the business of the retail 
country trade, until at the present 
time the country store at the smaller 
| points is doing a very meagre busi¬ 
ness. and is now causing anxiety as 
some features are beginning to en¬ 
tirely disappear, such as retail lum¬ 
ber yards, retail implement business¬ 
es with their stocks of repairs, and 
even some retail stores. People are 
beginning to realise that the country 
» by far too convenient to en¬ 
tirely disappear when there are al¬ 
ways certain commodities or repairs 
that are wanted immediately, and 
which cannot well wait for the mail¬ 
order to bring. There are certain 
commodities that cannot well be or¬ 
dered by mail, and there are times 
when cash cannot be paid, and we 
have yet to find the mail-order sys¬ 
tem doing business on credit. This 
h*s made it necessary for the country 
store to charge higher prices than 
would be necessary if It were doing 
the whole business of the community 
on a cash basis. As It ia. the store 
finds it necessary to earrv rr- lit f .r 
a part of its customers, and also to 
make up for certain losses, and It ta 
also neeesqsry for the store to carry 
stocks of goods for longer periods. 

On the other hand, we believe that 
in the past the business of the local 
store was hardly based on efficiency, 
and In too many cases it has been 
charging all that the trade would 
bear, in other esses too many stores 
handling the same line of goods tried 
to make a living in the same commun¬ 
ity. and the result was higher prices, 
too high prices. These factors made 
it very easy for mail-order houses to 
do business in the country, and these 
same factor* induced farmers to start 
co-operative buying of commodities 
until the practice has become general, 
even spreading to those districts where 
f there are really efficient country 
stores. 

But the matter has now reached 
that stage where there Is danger of 
losing the convenience of the local 
retail distributor, and w© are begin¬ 
ning to realixc'-fnat this Is a conveni¬ 
ence. and also the fact that it costs 
something to secure this convenience. 
Hut we also realise that the retell 
trade can be put on a much more sat¬ 
isfactory basis. Either the country 
retail business must be done by farm¬ 
ers’ co-operative companies, which are 
showing efficiency and economy, or 
the men at present engaged in the 
retell trade in the country must get 
together and develop greater effici¬ 
ency. Efficiency that will enabla them 
to handle a wider variety of goods, 
and In the end render to the fanners 
that service which they have the 
right to expect for the profits taken 
on the commodities the stores handle 
We have seen some very good retail 
establishments that are already rend- 
enng efficient service. These should 
be hunted up. and their methods 
studied, and developed. 

This efficient service, however, can¬ 
not be fully developed until such time 
as the store's business is put on a cash 
basis, and some other organisation 
carries the credit for the fsrmer. The 
country refai’er cannot be expected 
to in any way compete with mail-order 
houses doing a cash business ss long 
as it is necessary for him to do a big 
share of his business on time. Here 
is where there is need for an efficient 
rural credit system. or a more effi. 
cient service from our present bank¬ 
ing system, so that there will be no 
need for the country stores, imple¬ 
ment men or others to render a credit 
service to the fsrmer in addition to 
their regular business. 

As stated, there are but few who 
readily admit they appreciate the con¬ 
venience of the retail store in the 
village, but the* are only beginning 
to appreciate what it would mean to 
lose that service. Co-operative trading 
on a wholesale basis or the mail-order 
house cannot give that convenience. 
They hsvs undoubtedly hava their 
merits in handling certain bulky 
commodities, hut they cannot give 
ths convenience of the retail store. 

Sudan Grass 

Valuable Forage Plant Which Has 
Provtn Its Fttdlng Vatu# 

Since the publication of the article 
upon Sudan Grass in a recent issue 
of The Furrow there have been thou¬ 
sands of inquiries from farmers 
throughout the United State# and 
many from Canada asking as to ths 
feeding value of this crop and the 
probability of its growing in various 
sections. 

Inasmuch «* this was our first ex¬ 
perience with the plant, we are unable 
accurately to advise. After our seed 
hsd ripened, we cut the tops with the 
intention of saving all the seed In 
order to plant enough this coming 
year to determine its value as pas¬ 
ture, noiling crop and hay. 

After we had removed the seed 
heads, we cut the hay with a mower 
and fed it to dairy cows While It 
was ripe, dry and apparently unin¬ 
viting, the rattle ate it ravenously, 
preferring it to alfalfa hay. Bo far 
as we were ible to olterve there was 
no decrease in the flow of milk We 
attribute the appetising quality to 
the fact that It is a semi-saccharine 
sorghum, which necessary gives It s 
pleasant, sweetish teste. 

As to its adsptnbility to various 
climates and conditions, we have had 
reports from semi-srid sections, irri¬ 
gated sections, and high and low alti¬ 
tude!. all indicating that it ia a very 
desirable crop. We have advised 
i farmers in high altitudes and' in 
: »eml-arld regions to drill In rows and 
1 cultivate with the ordinary corn culti- 
I vator, keep down the weeds, and main¬ 
tain a mulch. We cannot, however, 

| guarantee that the plant is markedly 
■ drouth resisting, nor that it will mo- 
I tura in high altitudes until more ex- 
j tensive demonstrations hsvs been

Hour Taken From Sleep ef Sloth Adds 
Millions to Wsalth ef World 

In Europe, where saving is now 
so neccraary, several countries have 
jumped all the clocks ahead on hour. 

ntent of economising those 
valuable 00 minutes from sleep or 
sloth for the urgent needs of daywork. 
Germany alone estimates an annual 
saving of over $400,000,000 a year in 
light and power billa. 

Fossibly it is a reflex of this stimu¬ 
lus of innovation that is displayed 
in a kindred proposition advanced on 
this side of the water whereby one 
of our foremost activities—Stock Ex¬ 
change trading—would gain an hour. 
The gain would not lie in stealing any 
march upon the clock, but in shoving 
the whole trading day itself ah. s<l

To Make Warm Clothes 

Fibres of Tropical Trot Used For a 
Varisty of Domestic Purpoto 

A new material has juat been dis¬ 
covered which is likely to produce 
and absolutely fresh British industry. 
Tins Material is Hffiter and warmer 
than anything also on the market, 
and ia made from the fibre of cer¬ 
tain trees which grow in the tennis*. 

It ia called Credem fleece, and one 
thickness ia sufficiently warm to line 
ordinary clothes, such os overcoats 
or dressing gowns; two thicknesses 
are sufficient for such military re¬ 
quirements as airmen's suits or motor 
coata. 

In three or four thicknesses this 
Credem fleece Is not only exceedingly 
warm for the severest of winter wea¬ 
ther, but is sufficiently buoyant to 
a life preserver m case ef a 
•iisaster st sea. and the thickness of 
the fleece in this case la not *o great 
as to make the waistcoat or other gar¬ 
ment made with it all unsightly.

Proximity to • Good, Live Town Invariable Enhance! the Value 
Oi Farm Property, and Every Aiaiatance Should be 
Given to Building up the Home Market 


Why Do Boys 
Leave the Farm 

Farmers' Sons Should bs Qivsn Somo 
Inesntiv# to Stay an ths Farm 
If the farmers* sens would remain 
on the farm and keep pace with the 
new developments in agriculture with 
the same degree of activity that char¬ 
acterises manufacturing and other 
industries, the problem of maintain¬ 
ing fertility and supplying food for 
tho nation would be solved. 

Boys leave the farm because they 
are not given material encourage¬ 
ment to remain while they are in 
their "teens." The life of the average 
young boy on the farm ia not very 
(Peasant for man reasons. The hmuv 
of labor are long, drudgery ia con¬ 
stant find the conveniences such as He 
haa seen in city home* arc lackii.A 

.No tnceiil I v i- riff* pal tn <>v. r. i<ni- 
those disagreeable features. Most 
boys, when young, want to be com* 
farmers like their fathers. They lis^ 
ten to the representatives from the 
agricultural er liege# and the well- 
meaning city farmer enthusiasts pic¬ 
ture the beauties of farm life, but 
when they fare the cold reality the 
following morning, they are dlsaatia- 
fled and want to leave the farm 
I believe I know how the majority 
of farm boys feel, for I was one my¬ 
self, .?nd have observed them for more 
than a half century. I believe that 
there ia a remedy that will counter¬ 
act the dislike for the farm which 
so often prevail* among them, and 
that remedy is encouragement Bonn* 
incentive must be offered, not after 
boys have reached their majority, but 
while they a re just "kids.* 7 
The following incident, which came 
to my notice many years ago. fairly 
illustrates what I mean by incentive, 
6r encouragement, and the discourag¬ 
ing 'actor: 

The doctor was visiting s patient 
in the country. Just as he was leav¬ 
ing the house, little Johnny, the farm-

Three times a day he 
would strut like a little man out to 
the pen carrying skim milk and anI 
armful of corn, and tried to act and 
talk like a full grown farmer As the 
summer progressed he enlarged the 
pen. giving his pet some extra pas¬ 
ture, and quite often would gather 
green vegetation for IL On one oc¬ 
casion he stated that nest year he 
was going to buy two or three pig* 
with his money snd a*k papa to rent 
him a piece of ground so that he 
could laise hi# own corn. He conclud¬ 
ed by raying that he "was going to 
be a farmer snd raise hogs and get 
rich.**

Johnny’s father sold his hogs. In¬ 
cluding Johnny’s. Johnny was very 
proud of his pig snd declared it would

ogs were delivered at the station, 
and the doctor, anxious to know how 
much larger Johnny s pig ws*. rv*. 
cause of the careful attention it hsd 
received, than his father’s lot, went 
to see it weighed. When the hogs were 
being driven on the scales Johnny 
mUL "I’aps aren't you going to 
weigh my pig separately?" The father 
in a cold way said, "My pig I Whose 
com fed that pig? Get out of the way 
Don’t bother me.” And Johnny was 
dumb. His lips quivered, the tears 
relied down his cheeks snd he walked 
sway broken-hearted snd discouraged 
Tha next year Johnny did not raise 
* pig. ter all incentive was taken 
away; sll hi* hopes and dreams were 
blasted. 

Today tha old farm where Johnny 
lived is dilapidated and unproductive. 
John Is not a former, hut a worth!###, 
shiftless individual living in town. 
His ambition was blighted the day 
hi# pig was sold.

Enemy Admits Food Shortag# 

The Germans are at last admitting a 
shortage of food. A hading article 
in The 8chleisische Zeitung. tne organ 
of the great Cilesian landowners, says 
"It ta childish to continue always to 
hide the truth. Let us openly admit 
that the difficulties that have arisen, 
mainly in the great towns, are caused 
n«»t merely by lack of system in Ihi 
distribution of the necessary article# 
of food, but also by the f#ct that the 
supply of such articles ia inadequate " 
The journal admits that grievous dis¬ 
content has spread in all directions 
In consequence of defects in the sys¬ 
tem of dealing with the food supply, 
and hopea that the measures intro¬ 
duced in the new Imperial Food De¬ 
partment will improve the situation. 

UrvAlisn Australia 
Only one per cent, of the male popu¬ 
lation of Australia were born in Ger¬ 
many or Austria, and as regards fe- 
males scarcely more than half of one 

C pr cent, are of German or Austrian 
irth. 

These facts ate revealed in a return 
prepared by Mr Knlbbs. the Com¬ 
monwealth Statistician, from the 1st-, 
sat available figures 


Tha ataa and importance of the homo 
town ia the greatest single factor in¬ 
fluencing the value of property in 
the vicinity. The value of the horn# 
triwn to the people living in and near 
it haa been told. and re-told, on every 
possible occasion and in all sorts of 
ways Still, we have not yet come 
to appreciate what tha home town 
really meant—measured by the cold 
business standard of dollars and cents 
—to the people who own or cultivate 
land within the market sons of the 
town # 

A little story, true by the way. and 
similar inatanoea within the experi¬ 
ence of every man. will emphasise the 
influence a home town has on land 
values and bring the facta right close 
to everybody better than a werious 
discussion of the subject After all. 
there is no illustration quite sa *trong 
os a story that exactly fits the case; 
no example so striking os some simple 
happening with which we are all 
familiar 

A man with a large fangly and a 
small income owned a piece of land 
in a pioneer country where towns w»*r*» 
lew and far between. He struggled 
Along for years without making any 
material advancement. His fortunes 
did not improve. His family suffered 
privations, were denied the cheering 
influence of society, and his children 
were growing up uneducated. 

Considering all these disadvantage# 
and handicaps, due solely to the dis¬ 
tance of his farm from a town or trad¬ 
ing joint, he determined to sell out 
and move to some place where ths 
conditions of living were more in¬ 
viting, He offrred his land, together 
with all the improvements thereon, 
for twenty-five dollars an acre, but 
despite hia best efforts and the efforts 
of all hia acquaintances he could not 
find a buyer Nobody wanted the 
farm. The land woa too far from a 
market and there were few advant¬ 
age* of the kind that appeal strongest 
to the women and children of ths 
family. 

For years this man was unable to 
sell his farm even at a price . that 
would have meant a loss to him. 

Finally, a railroad was built through 
the country, a branch road of no great 
importance, hut certainly • real con¬ 
venience locally. A station was estab¬ 
lished within a few miles of the farm 
owned by our upfortunate friend and 
a little town sprang up. as Western 
town* do. and thriven as only towns 
in a new country can thrive. 

Almost overnight there wsa a good 
graded sehool. churches, pretention* 
stores, place# of amusement, rood 
shipping facilities and a growing home 
market. 

Now. right here just a word shorn 
this home market proposition. Rpesk- 
ing of the home market is like talk¬ 
ing about the home town. People do 
n"t seem lo under**land OI I 
what it means to them Little im¬ 
pression is created because we alt 
become accustomed to such conveni¬ 
ences and such advantages and they 
only attract attention by their ab¬ 
sence. The only man who talks a 
great deal shout the home market i# 
the fellow who hasn't any such thing. 
He it the man who very much 
exercised about building up a home 
market. 

In a broad general way. the home 
market means that many farm pro¬ 
ducts before unsalable, owing te lock 
of shipping and handling facilities 
and home consumption, coma into de¬ 
mand at profitable prices 

Take it in the case of our farmer 
friend who was so anxious to sell hia 
land at a ruinous price. His fortunes 
changed with the coming of the horns 
town Products upon which ha pre¬ 
viously depended for his money in¬ 
come were either enhanced in price 
or the coat of marketing was much 
reduced, or both Anyway, hia year¬ 
ly incoma was greatly increased, al¬ 
though he did not farm an extra acre 
of land or produce any more grain or 
live stock than he did before Hit 
land wsa nc more productive, hia im¬ 
provements represented no greater ex- 
penditure of capital or labor, ntill hs 
was offered one hundred dollars an 
acre for his land—and would-be purch¬ 
aser* were numerous 

Talk about the Lamp of Aladdin, tha 
Fables of Aesop, or the tairy teles nf 
old Here, by some mysterious in¬ 
fluence. the value of thia man’s land 
was increased four-fold almost over¬ 
night. without the expenditure of a 
single hour of labor or a lone dollar 
of extra capita) on hia part All this 
was brought about by tha building 
up of a home town 

While this story Illustrates Hi a 
simple and forcible way one advant¬ 
age of the home town, the strangest 
part is yet te come Now listen Our 
one-time unfortunate friend refused to 
•ell hia farm, ate I every reader of this 
story can tell the reason why. 

Opposs British Plan to Feed ths Pols# 

Il is declared on information from 
authoritative German sources that 
there is not the slifhte*t rhuneo that 
Germany will accept tin* British stipu¬ 
lations regarding the plan to feed the 
civilian population of Poland through 
an American 'ommisaiori. It is there¬ 
fore not considered likely that any 
relief for the polish people will bn 
accomplished this year, as further ne¬ 
gotiation* would result in the |o«* of 
so much time that no food could reaeh 
the country before October, when the 
harvests will become available. 

Serbia has laid the foundation of 
a navy Th.« first of her fleet ha* 
been called The Velika Serbia, which 
1* helping *o rscort transport* across 
the Aegean Each of the Allies in¬ 
tend to add anr or two other vessel*, 
and if they weather the war gale* 
will leave them in Berbta's hands si 
the close of the war 
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ua inactive, in the expectancy of 
someone else doing what w* 
ought to do, and strive for the 
social betterment of ourselves as 
a community. 
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The Allied Advance. 

The war news from all fronts 
during ths past few days has 
been of a particularly gratifying 
character. Advanoee have been 
made by the British, French, 
Russians and Italians, and on all 
fronts there is a simultaneous 
movement which is part of the 
general Allied plan of advance. 

This is indeed that for which 
we have been waiting lor many 
months, and now that it has 
commenced there is a deep feel¬ 
ing of satisfaction that the init¬ 
ial efforts have been crowned 
with so much success. But there 
is this about it We must not in 
our expectancy of a certain vic¬ 
tory which must be ours in the 
end, look for too much to be done 
at once. a 

The present advance, which is 
over a fair amount of territory, 
has taken months of labour and 
planning, and the co-ordination 
of the various staffs have seen 
the result of their deliberations 
in the last few days. Possibly 
after this there may be a fur- 
there spell of waiting, perhaps 
some people will call it delay. It 
will not be the latter. But it 
may try the patience of the 
average man in the street This 
is what we have to guard against 
The beat advance that can be 
made will be alow against Ger¬ 
man preparedness for it and we 
must treat the advance as some¬ 
thing that is bound to overcome 
in the long run. but it will re¬ 
quire quietness and patience on 
our part

ANTI-HAILSTORM GUN 
USED IN WAR ZONE 

Grape Cultivators of France 
Using Artillery to Good 

Advantage f 

• I, 

While the guns of the Euro¬ 
pean armies sre thundering in¬ 
cessantly on many battlefields in 
their misson of killing men and 
destroying man’s works, the 
grape cultivators of France, in 
their turn, are using artillery to 
good advantage. But theirs is 
not destructive artillery; they 
are using guns only to protect 
their vineyards against the de¬ 
structive effects of hailstorms, 
which sre not infrequent in the 
grape-growing districts. 

Anti-hailstorm guns cannot be 
said to be novelties in the strict¬ 
est sense of the word for they date 
back to 1896, when an Austrian 
named Stieger, who had had an 
opportunity of witnessing the 
devastation caused by hailstorms 
each year in certain districts of 
his country, conceived the idea 
of firing a cannon shot at the 
clouds charged with hail, using 
an artillery piece of special de-j 
sign. Stieger learned that as a 
result of artillery fire, directed 
against the clouds, the threaten¬ 
ed storm moved elsewhere before 
bursting, thus saving the crops 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
anti-hailstorm artillery. 

A short time later similar ex¬ 
periments were carried out in 
Italy, followed soon after by the 
introduction of this method of 
protecting grape vines and cereal 
crops in France. In the latter 
country the use of anti-hailstorm 
guns has been extended until to¬ 
day it is in general use, princi¬ 
pally in the Bordeaux, Bourgo- 
yne, and Champagne regions. 

A representative type of the 
anti-hailstorm cannon is compos¬ 
ed of four main members: First, 
a tripod which serves to support 
the carriage mechanism; second, 
a breech-loading mechlnism 
which recieves the cartridge and 
explodes it by means of a strik¬ 
ing or firing pin; third, a smoke¬ 
stack or funnel which is a con¬ 
tinuation of the breech-loading 
member and serves as an outlet 
for the gases; and fourth, a sheet 
of iron measuring three to four 
meters (9 to 12 feet) long, sur¬ 
mounting the cannon and pass¬ 
ing through the roof of the shed 
that serves as a shelter for the 
cannon and ita operators. 

Following the discharge of the 
cannon, there escapes from the 
stack or funnel a whirling shaft 
of air, which, according to a 
French authority, M. Vermoret, 
brings about certain changes in 
the atmosphere. The condensa¬ 
tion produced by the discharge 
modifies the unstable electrical 
state of the hailstones that com¬ 
pose the clouds most feared by 
theagriculturista. Whatever may 
be the merit of these theories 
offered in explanation of the ac¬ 
tion of anti-hailstorm cannon,the 
fact remains that this odd artiU- 
ery is serving its purpose well.” 
—“Scientific American.”'

Frontier Days Recalled—A Tourn¬ 
ament That Hat s History 

“The 8ky Pilot." written and pub¬ 
lished by "Ralph Connor" (Rev. C. 
W. Gordon), waa the first glimpse, to 
many thousands of readers, of oowboy 
life ou the prairies and in the foot¬ 
hills. 

It Is only from such writings and 
from the records of the R. N. W M. P. 
thst the history of cowboys, cowgirls 
—kings and queens of the larial-the 
rough riders, roper#, sharpshooters 
and their equipment of saddles and 
bridles, chaps, hats and gloves will 
ever be known. 

As settlers flocked .nto Southern 
Saskatchewan and Southern Alberta 
to cultivate the fertile acree. ranches 
were curtailed in extent, bands of 
horses and herds of cattle have been 
reduced until today cowboy life has 
almost peased sway. In another de¬ 
cade or two we may look in vain for 
the old pioneer and acout life. 

Thousanda of farmers on the prair¬ 
ie* know nothing of this early history 
of the nlains except by hearsay. 

The stampede to be held In Moose 
Jaw on July 11 to 14. 1916. will give 
an opportunity to all to see for them¬ 
selves thst which no amount of hear- 
»ajr low give It is to be a living 
page from the history of the brave 
days of the frontier! A vision of the 
vanishing prairie west; a tournament 
that has a meaning. 

Old timers who participated in the 
early hiatorv of the West sre enthusi¬ 
astic over the Stampede. To them it 
is like visiting the old home once 
more, and to the new settler it will 
be an open page of the past, ouoe seen, 
never to be forgotten. 

Thst these cowboys sre skilled in 
their profession can never be denied. 
They are counted among the beat 
horsemen in thu world—masters of 
themselves and their horses. This 
waa demonstrated by the 8trathcona 
Horss in 1900 They were trained cav¬ 
alry from th* day they first lined up 
under cavalry command. 

The personal qualities of cowboys 
sre well known. Th* ir principles of 
right and wrong are invariably on the 
Sid* «>f (air play and justice. Their

Thst demand will increase rather 
than decrease tor an Indefinite period, 
and the opportunity for Canadian 
shipbuilders is exceptionally favor¬ 
able. Years ago this country had a 
wide reputation for the excellence of 
the ships launched from the yards of 
the Maritime Provinces. For many 
years the industry largely died obt. 
Mt the tradition, together with th# 
facilities, still exists, and under the 
present circumstances It should be 
both easy and very profitable to ro¬

Preparedness to Deal With Post-War 
Problem#." In ofder to care for th* 
200.000 soldiers who will return to civil 
life six month* after the war la over, 
l)r.

"The creation of new industries de¬ 
pends on a demand for new products 
snd the obtaining of necessary capital. 
Th.- first la not probable, and the lat¬ 
ter will be curtailed «y the enormous 
absorption of British capital in war 
loans So the development of new 
industries in Canada will provs slow 
IN « tmiM But Hgncultur** is an in¬ 
dustry which Canada can always de¬ 
velop with Mftafoty of success, if Ml 
of.high remuneration." 

The extent to which Canada could 
hop.- to find a MtfM in the United 

8tates for agricultural products was 
said to be very great, in th# opinion 
of Dr. Bryce. Although special in¬ 
dustries for disabled soldiers msy be 
developed, and the blind snd maimed 
tnay be trained so that they will he 
able to earn their own livelihood, this 
only touched the fringe of the prob¬ 
lem. the lecturer declared. The pur¬ 
chase and subdivision of land suit¬ 
able for small fruit and vegetable 
farming was the plan Dr. Bryce pro¬ 
posed 

The financing of such a coidrflxfng 
scheme by the Government.. and the 
education of the men in scientific 
farming methods. Dr. Bryce declared, 
would contribute in a large measure 
to the solution of the problems that 
are eertain to arise after the war.
